1 . THE FOLLOWING PROPOSALS WERE AGREED TO BY THE INFORMAL 
POLLUTION WORKING GROUP. 

2. ARTICLE 212(2) BIS OR NEW ARTICLE PORT ENTRY 
REQUIREMENTS. 

1. STATES WHICH ESTABLISH PARTICULAR 
REQUIREMENTS EOR THE PREVENTION, REDUCTION AND 
CONTROL OF POLLUTION OF THE MARINE ENVIRONMENT 
AS A CONDITION FOR THE ENTRY OE FOREIGN VESSELS 
INTO THEIR PORTS OR INTERNAL WATERS OR A CALL AT 
THEIR OEF-SHORE TERMINALS SHALL GIVE 

DUE PUBLICITY TO SUCH REQUIREMENTS AND SHALL 
COMMUNICATE THEM TO THE COMPETENT INTERNATIONAL 
ORGANIZATION. 

2. WHENEVER SUCH REQUIREMENTS ARE ESTABLISHED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN IDENTICAL EORM BY TWO OR MORE COASTAL STATES 
IN AN ENDEAVOR TO HARMONIZE POLICY, THE 
COMMUNICATION SHALL INDICATE WHICH STATES ARE

I . NOTHING IN THIS PART OF THE PRESENT 
CONVENTION SHALL PREJUDICE THE RIGHT OF 
STATES, PURSUANT TO INTERNATIONAL LAW BOTH 
CUSTOMARY AND CONVENTIONAL TO ADOPT AND ENFORCE 
MEASURES BEYOND THE TERRITORIAL SEA PROPORTIONATE 
TO THE ACTUAL OR THREATENED DAMAGE TO PROTECT 
THEIR COASTLINE AND RELATED INTERESTS, INCLUDING 
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FISHING, FROM POLLUTION OR THREAT OF POLLUTION 
FOLLOWING UPON A MARITIME CASUALTY OR ACTS RELATING 
TO SUCH A CASUALTY, WHICH MAY REASONABLY BE EXPECTED 
TO RESULT IN MAJOR HARMFUL CONSEQUENCES. 

2. EOR PURPOSES OE THIS ARTICLE, "MARITIME 
CASUALTY" MEANS A COLLISION OE SHIPS, 

STRANDING OR OTHER INCIDENT OE NAVIGATION, 

OR OTHER OCCURRENCE ON BOARD A SHIP OR 
EXTERNAL TO IT RESULTING IN MATERIAL DAMAGE 
OR IMMINENT THREAT OE MATERIAL DAMAGE TO A
